in connection with a discussion we had the last time I Was in 
Ottawa, accompanied by Mr. Ramage of the Public Works Department I visited 
the site of Ex-Army Camp 122, Basic Training Centre, Prince Albert, which 
is to be vacated shortly. Some of the buildings presently in use have wen 
used temporarily and some are deteriorating fast as the result of abuses. 


There is a man by the name of Eustace Kertin, a veteran of the 
First Great War and a pensioner, who is living in one of the buildings and 
has been giving them whet care he is able to give them, besides looking after 
&@ good orchard and garden on the premises, It would appear to me that the 
first action which should be taken is to have all of the buildings turned over 
to the Department of Public Works and have Mr. Kertin appointed on a salary to 
take care of them. By this action they will receive no further damage and not 
be subjected to theft such as resulted at the R.C.A. F. Station at North Battle- 
ford between the time thet the Department of National Health and Welfare considered 
taking some of them over for hospital purposes and the time that a man was 
actually appointed to take care of them. 


There are many buildings which could be made suitable for school purposes 
as an annex to the St. Alban's Indian Residential School or as an Indian 
residential school separate from St. Alban's School, according to Departmental 
intent. Naturally it would be advisable to have a suitable location of buildings 
adjacent to each other and this can be more conveniently carried out if all of 
the buildings ere under the Department of Public Works for redistribution,

When the lease was renewed, the following 
letter was sent te Bishop Martin on December 8, 1948: 


"You will recall our recent discussion 
with regard to the renewal of the lease on the above 
building. In reviewing our files, 1 find thet Mr, Hoey 
wrote you es follows on December 23, 1943: 


*I have noticed Your Lordship's reference 
to taxes, and the city levy appears to me to be very 
reasonable. Would it be acceptable to the Diccese 
if we spent « minimus of $2,000.00 on the school, 
in lieu of rent, for the year 1944, and allowed you 
the sum of $2,000.00 annually for the next 4 years, 
on the understanding that any repaire thet might be 
necessary would be undertaken either by the Diocese 
or by the Principel and that the taxes also would be 
paid by the Diocese? If this allowance is acceptable 
to you, it might be advidable to submit a voucher 
for one half the emount semi-annually.’ 


"I understand that this lease was to run for 
the period of five calendar years and that it will expire 
on December 31, 1946. 


“In view of increased costs of repairs and 
general rental rises, 1 would like to suggest thet the 
amount of $2,500.00 a year be considered as the amount 
of the new lease on this building for the next five years, 
I would also like to suggest, in view of the possibility 
of the Department purchasing this building, that the 
lease be subje°t to cancellation by either party after

I have just been advised by Mr. Ostrander that 
an expenditure of $2,178.79 will be immediately necessary in 
order to meet the requirements of the Provincial Fire Inspector 
at the above building. 


The fire inspection report covered eleven items 
which required attention and we have only been able to take 
care of three of these up to the present time. Mr. Ostrander 
has forwarded a tender from Mr. W.I. Dier of Prince Albert in 
the amount stated above, and advises that the St. Alban's 
building is very dangerous from the point of view of fire hazard. 
He recommends that this work be carried out immediately. 


You will recall that we met the cost of another 
major repair job on this building some five years ago and deducted 
it from the annual rental. In order to expedite the work on this 
building, would it be agreeable to you if we had these repairs and 
alterations carried out at oncef We can then pay the account and 
deduct the cost from the annual rental due you for the 1949 
calendar year.

Careful consideration has been given to this request but it 
does not seem desirable that War Assets Corporetion should grant this 
permission unless in very exceptional circumstances and this particular 
case can hardly be considered to come within that category. 


We have on one or two occasions granted permission to your 
Department to act as our agent for the sale of buildings, and as late 
as June 3rd I wrote to Mr. Pratt on this matter in respect to certain 

uildings at the Pasqua Indi ar Reserve, copy of my letter is attached 
for your ready reference. The factors which I menti oea in that letter 
would apply in a large measure to the present case and my answer must 
be the same. 


However, we do desire to co-operate with your Department to 
the fullest extent possible in respect to the buildings at your Indian 
Reserves, and for this purpose the following procedure is suggested 
which would allow the sale to be conducted in a large measure under the 
supervision and advice of your Mr, Davis. 
ee 
It is suggested that the following procedure be followed:- 


1. Your Department should make a declaration in 
the ordinary way to Wer Assets Corporation of 
the property which is surplus and to be sold, 
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This Department of War Assets Corporation will 
process the declaration in the ordinary way and 
in this connection we can use Mr. Davis' report 
of May 3lst as to the structure and condition of 
the buildings as the basis of our valuation. 


We will issue tender notices to bé posted accord- 
ing to our regular procedure in local post offices 
in the vicinity, and in addition we will supply 
Mr. Davis with a number of the tender notices which 
he can distribute to parties which he feels might 
be interested. 


As a condition of the sale we will specify that 
all interested parties are to apply to Mr. Davis 
for permission to inspect the surplus properties 
offered for sale. 


On receipt of the bids we will select the purchaser, 
secure his money and the necessary restoration deposit. 
We will then advise Mr. Davis of the sucfessful bidder 
and send him the custodian copy of the sales order and the 
necessary handover certificate for signeture by the 
purchaser. Mr, Davis can sur ervise delivery to the 
purchaser and return us the handover certificate. 

He could then satisfy himself that the property is 
removed and the restoration of site carried out in a 
manner satisfactory to him. In due course he car 
advise us and we will then be in a position to restore 
the restoration deposit to the purchaser, 


It seems to me that this would be a satisfactory procedure for 
disposal of any Indian Reserve property and if it meets with your 
approval we will be gled to have the declaration in due course.

Progrese in studies. 5. Pair progress has been made in reading, 
writing, number work, geography and language. The 
progress of the senior classes is more decided than 
that of the beginners, with whom the méthods employed 
by the teacher céunt for much, The general tone of th 
work is only fair: the pupils are moderately attentive 
and diligent; but there is no enthusiaen. Physical 
exercises ef all kinds have jatterly been neglected, 
but will be resumed at once under Miss Matheson's 
direction, 

The pupils are tidy in their clothing and general 


appearance, and orderly in their conduct. 


Teacher. é. Joseph Chamberlin, who has had charge of the 


cless+room for about eight months, is an ex-pupil of 
the Battleford industrial school. He has passed the 
teachers’ non-professional third-class examination, but 
has had no normal training. He leaves now to continue 


his studies, and after passing the second«class examine 
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ation he internd# taking a course Of normal training, 

after which he will probably return to his present 

position in this school. He is a cripple owing to 

an attack some ten years ago of infantile parelysis 

or something of that nature, and is able to move 

around only with crutches; but he is intellectually 

bright and is treated with due respect by the pupils. 

Throughout the quarter ended June 30th last the 
class-work was conducted by Mies Amistrong, & temporary 
member of the staff, whe was not a trained nor exper- 
ienced teacher, and who appears to have had but little 
aptitude for the duties. 

Mige Matheson, who now takes charge of the class- 
work, 16 merely returning to her former duties, after 
an interval of about a year spent in @ course of 
hospital training. She hes had no normal training; 
but her natural aptitude for her duties is exception- 
ally good; she has picked up some of the best methods 
with beginners; and she infuses considerable energy 
into the work of all the classes. I visited the class 
room again on Apr. 2nd for the special purpose of 


observing her methods of conducting the work. 


7. fhe clase-room affords ample space, good 
lighting and good ventilation. It is a cold room, but 
adequate provision is made for heating in two large 
box stoves and a large supply of good fuel. There 
are two entrances to the room, one for the boys and one 
for the girls. 

I have said above that the conduct of the pupils 
is good; but in the condition of the pupils’ desks and 
@ portion of the school material there are evidences of 
some rudeness among the pupile at some time during the 
past year. A few of the desks are damaged, and half a 


dosen new ones would be required; while the slates and 
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books ‘give Endications of careless handling. These 


are for the most part the property of the Principal, 


as are also more than half the desks. 


Dormitories. 8. The dormitories afford sufficient airespace; 
and though there is no regular system of ventilation 
yet by the careful use of doors and windows a fairly 
pure atmosphere appears to be maintained, However, 

so far as the older building, er girls’ residence, is 
concerned the condition in which the atmosphere is 

kept depends largely upon the effort and diligence of 
the staff; and I cannot say that this building, either 
as regards the dormitory or the building generally, 
complieg with. the Department's requirements. The boy 
residence is constructed on a more modern plan and thes 


there are better facilities for ventilation, 


Heating. 9. Neither building has stone or concrete foune 
jation, nor any basement except a small vegetable 
cellar; and the buildings are heated throughout by 
wood stoves, Good, dry wood is liberally supplied, and 


the buildings afe wéll heated, 


Fire escapes, i0, The girls’ buildingg is but two storeys in 


height, and so well provided with means of exit that 
Special fire escapes are quite unnecessary. The boys* 
building is of three storeys, all above the ground. 
The dormitory is in the third storey, and there is but 
one exit, namely, by a stairway situated in the middle 
building. A folding steel ladder was to have 
provided some time ago, but it has not been done. 
However, the Principal assures e tha h a fire 
escape will be installed wit) jelay; and the Agent 
States that he will s it i atter is 


not neglected. 
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Ce of B. Boarding School,

11. There is a small but suitable building, 
situated at a distance of about 100 yards from the 
residence buildings, which some years ago was fitted 
up for hospital purposes and has from time to time 
been utilized as such by Dr. Matheson in connection 
with her duties as medical attendant both to the schoo 
and to the reserve. It has been occupied in the case 
of infectious diseases among the pupflse, and for both 
infectious and noneinfectious diseases among the 
Indians of the reserve generally, and hes served a good 


purpose at times. 


12. Though there is no formal instruction in any 
industry, yet there sre adequate facilities for train« 
ing in the usual range of industries by actual practice 
The training of the girls is at present much better 
than that of the boys. Special attention has letterly 
been given to sewing and knitting; and on the whole 


the girls are receiving a useful training. Ae for th 


boys, they are rather too small for instruction in any: 


thing but a very limited range of agricultural 
industry; yet in the care of a few head of stock and 
in gardening they have sufficient practice. A suffi- 
sient number of cows end horses ere kept, and a euffi- 
cient area of garden is worked, for the actual 
requirements of the school; and this work is done 
under the direction of an intelligent labouring man 
who is employed in connection with the school and 
mission, but who is not included in paragraph 1 above 


as & Pegular member of the staff.

CHURCH OF ENGLAND BOARDING SCHOOL. 


From April lst, 1912, to March 3lst, 1914. 


Date of inspection, March Slat, 1914. 


1. The staff is composed of - 
Rev. J. R. Matheson, as principal; 
Dr. E. B. Matheson, matron and medical attendant; 
Miss Rema Matheson, assistant matron; 
Miss Leita Matheson, teacher; 
Mrs. A. J. Hanson, house-keeper; 


Miss Carrie Money, (mm-pupil), cook. 


2. The attendance is as follows: 
Authorized attendance of Indian boarders, 
Actual attendance (enrolment) " * 
Present in classes at inspection, 

One pupil, Carrie Money, who is about 18 
years of age, is constantly employed in the regi- 
dence, giving very satisfactory service as cook; 


while one boy, Jeffrey Quinney, was absent with- 


out leave on the reserve, his father promising, 


however, to bring him back at once. 
There are also in attendance 6 non-grant- 
earning boarders and 2 day pupils, 7 of whom were 


present at inspection. 
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Grading of pupils. 3. The pupils are graded in their class- 
work as follows:

Fxamination of classes. 4. The examination, which included reading, 


dictation, language, numbers, geography, and 
written exercises on slates and paper, was gener- 
ally satisfactory. 

The pupils read intelligently, with some ex- 
pression, and with a rather good pronunciation. 

They write dictation with a fair degree of 
ease and accuracy, as their ears appear to be 
accustomed to the language from daily association 
in classes and at recreation with English speak- 
ing children. 

They speak English with some freedom and 
confidence, and use it moderately well in written 
composition. 

Number work is taught in a practical way, 
and good results are being attained. 

The pupils of the fourth and fifth standards 
show a general and superficial accquaintance with 
the physical and general geography of the world, 
and a somewhat clcser acquaintance with that of 
North America. Maps are constantly used. 

Singing, hygiene and physical exercises have 
@ place in the time-table; but in these the pu- 


pils were not examined on this occasion. 
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5. The teacher, Miss Leita Matheson, is 
but 18 years of age and hag had no special train- 
ing for her work. She has, however, fair scholar. 
ship and is unusually well adapted to the work 
of the school-room. She is alert and energetic, 
and has easy and complete control of her classes. 
A lively interest is created and well sustained. 
Her education was received in part at St. Alban's 
College, at Prince Albert, where well qualified 
teachers are always employed; and her methods, if 
largely suggested from her own experiences a8 a 
student, are rather well adapted and successfully 


employed. 


66 The main buildings consist of 4 girls' 
residence and a boys'residence. The former in- 
cludes the staff's quarters and the dining rooms, 
while the class-room is in the poys' building. 

The girls' residence has been enlarged from 
an ordinary mission Qveilings frequent additions 
during the past twenty years, until it has come 
to cover considerable ground but is devoid of 
uniform plan or adaptation to its present use. 

It consists in part of two storeys and in part of 
one; it has no substantial foundation and only 

a partially excavated basement. It is heated by 
wood stoves, lighted by lamps, and is dependent 
mainly on the use of doors and windows for venti- 
lation. 

The boys' residence 4s of three storeys, was 
erected about eight years ago, and is in several 
respects a building better suited to its purpose 
than the one last described. It contains, on the 


ground floor, the common class<-room, which is a 
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spacious, well lighted and well ventilated room. 
A log building, which had for some time past 
been used as a store room, was destroyed vy fire 
early in the spring. 
There is a suitable and fairly well equip- 
ped hospital , standing at a distance of some 
75 yards from the other buildings, which has at 
times served a good purpose for the isolation of 


pupils suffering from measles. 


Accommodation and 7. For the present reduced attendance, or 
equipment. for the authorized attendance of 18 grant-earning 
pupils, the present buildings, 50 far as space 
and equipment are concerned, afford ample accommo- 


dation. 


Fire protection. 8. The fire-fighting appliances on hand 
are inconsiderable; but there is some protection 
in the isolation of the buildings, the residences 
being about 60 yards apart. In case of fire the 
building in which it originated would in all pro- 
bability be destroyed; but there is safe means of 
escape for all the occupants under any circum- 


stances. 


Class*room equipment. 9. The class-room is furnished with two 
large box stoves, suitably situated to heat the 
entire room with a fair degree of uniformity. 

It is furnished with a full supply of pupils' 
deske, a teacher's table, 2 chairs, stationery 
cupboard, and a small organ. There is a rather 
complete supply of maps, but some of them are in 
poor condition, being much the worse for use. 
The blackboard is of slated cloth, of sufficient 


dimensions, 80 sq. ft., and neatly mounted and 
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framed; but like slated cloth generally, it takes 
the chalk poorly and the writing is always indis- 
tinct and at times scarcely legible. In my opin- 
ion it should be replaced by a similar area of 
Hyloplate board, which could be inserted in the 


present frame and moulding. 


Live stock. 10. The live stock includes 4 horses, 
2 cows, 4 pigs, 30 hens and 6 turkeys. The Prin- 
eipal formerly kept a herd of cattle outside the 
réserve, from which he derived his beef supply; 


Wut these have recently been disposed of. 


Garden produce. ll. No farming is done in connection with 
the school; but a fairly good garden is cultiva- 
ted, producing a supply of roots and vegetables 
which is usually sufficient, as it proved during 


the past season. 


The Principal's health. 12. Owing to advancing years and failing 
health Mr. Matheson is not by any means as ener- 
getic in the management of his affairs as he once 
was; and he appears to be anxious to be relieved 
of the care of the institution. In such a case 
it is doubtful whether another competent man 
could be found to undertake it; and it is poss- 
ible, and would probably be best, that it should 


be continued as a day school.

eliing - Junior Grade II were acked to spell the days 
of the week and months of the year which they did 
satisfactorily. 

In grades III and IV quite severe tests were 
given and answered very well indeed. 

Arithmetic - In all grades they show an intelligent know- 
ledge of their work and especially sc in the 
higher grades where the instruction takes then 
into decimals. 

The "Story of the Canadian People" is being 
taught in higher grades and in grede III "The 
Great Men of Canada". They are also familiar 
with the facts of the present wafs Questions 
were answered well and without any hesitation. 

- In Grades III and IV questicns were put on the 
Provinces, Capitale, Rivers, Railways, etc. of 
Canada and were very well answered. 

Samples of drawings of familiar cbhjecte were 
shown which were very good. In the higher grades 
map Grawing is extra well dcne. 

Elementary facts in Hygiene sre taught in the 
lower grades and more advanced instruction is 
given in the higher grades. The teacher is taking 
up thie work enthusiastically and giving it a 
prominent place in their studies. 

Physical Exerciees - In the summer, drill and exercises are 
Given in the open. The pupile went through their 
exercises in a very able manner to organ accom- 
paniments. 


Thie room is of genercus dimeneicns with large floor 
space. It has 9 lerge windows with 12 lighte, which give 
ample light and ventilation. It ie heated by box stoves 
which are in good condition and the stove pipes securely 
fixed. 

The chase room is well equipped with deske, accomodation 
consisting of 1? double desake sand several rough made deske. 
The latter, however, are being replaced ty desks wiich were 
under order at the time of inspection. The general equip- 
ment is good, has ample blackboard and Mapes. 


Buildings 


The main building is rather old and not in very good 
repair. The interior in many places needs repainting and, 
as it is at present, is anything but attractive. There 
have been no improvements during the past year. 

Ample air space ie provided in the various rocne. The 
girle dormitory while kept in clean condition is not at all 
attractive. 

The question of ventilation receives careful attention. 

The kitchen ie kept clean and tidy and is well equipped 
with an exceptionally good range. 

The boy's dormitory is in separate building over class 
room. It is fairly well kept and clean. The inside decor~ 
ation is not at all attractive, the walle requiring attent- 
ion by way of paint, etc. The ventilation ie well attended 
to and amply provided for. 

The building ie heated by means of box stoves which are 
in good repair and smoke pipeg are securely fixed. 
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This building is situated some distsnce from the main 
gohool buildings. It is an old leg building which hae been 
fixed up for hospital papece* and im in good repair. The 
inner walle are exceptionally well plastered and clean, ie 
properly lighted and ventilated. 

The building is also heated by box stoves. 


Gardens and Live Stock. 


I am unable to report on these as no proper information 
was obtainable at time of inspection. This will be fully 
reported upon at next inspection as I hope to be able to 
see what is done in the gardens this coming summer. 


Management. 


It will be noted that there has been increased enfolment 
during the past year. The management and supervision, 
owing to the continued sickness of Rev, Mr. Matheson, ie en- 
tirely looked after by Mre. Matheson who aleo acts as doctor 
at Onion Leke Reserve. Her time is fully ocoupied and it 
gannot be expected that she would be able to devot h 
time to the supervision of the school as should be ‘done.

NACEMENT_OF SCHOOL. _ 

The management ot thie sonool was taken over by 
Mr. Henry Ellie in August, 1917. Previous to that 
date he wae empicyed at tne Blood Reserve Boarding 
School at which school Mre. Ellis wae a teacher. Mr. 
Ellie ie a young man, who appears to possess business 
ability, is most enthusiastic in hie work and I am 
of the opinion that with the assistance of Mre. Kllis 
who appeare to be a competent matron, he will eucceed 
in improving the living as well as the financial con- 


ditions of thie echool. 


TEACHERS. 

Mies Cunningham,who continues tc teach at thie 
school, I found to be as enthusiastic and as thor- 
ough ase formerly. She keeps in touch with up-to-date 
methode of teaching which she applies in her work. 
How that an assistant teacner has been engaged, Mies 
Cunningham will be able to devote more of her time 


to the advanced grades tor which work she is fully 


competent and the resulte obtained by her are except- 


ionally good,

experience as a teacher of junior grades and is

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-ADMISSIONB and DISCHARCES. 
In December, 1916, the enrolment was 32 and 

since that time 6 cnildren have been admitted and 
five discharged, leaving 34 pupile on roll at date 
of inspection. Of thie number there were four 
applications awaiting the signature of parente and 
the approval of the Department. One pupil hae been 
absent since the summer vacation on account of sors 


eyes. 


PEALTH and CLOTTING» 
At date of Inspection the general health of the 
pupiis was good and they were provided with comfort~ 


able clothing. 


EXAMINATION OF CLASSES. 
Owing to alterations being made to echool build- 


ing the classes were being held in the vise Hall and 


for this reason I wae unable to make the usual examin« 
ation of the clase work. From what I observed, now- 
ever, I feel satisfied that the same high etandard 

ae formerly is being mainteined. In the evening | 

had the pleasure of witnessing a dreee retersal of a 
Patriotic Pagéht wnich the pupile were preparing for 

& concert to be given by them in aid of the Red Cross. 
The Indian children acquitted themselves well ana 
much credit ie due the teacher for encouraging the 


children to assist in this good cause. 


-CLABS ROOM, 
The class room which is @ large one was under- 
going alteraticns at the time of my vieit. The windows 
were being provided with storm sash and storm doors 
were aleo arranged for. The floor whion ie single 


boarde and badly worn in places was being covered 
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Ciaee Room, contd. = 

covered with fir flooring and the room divided 

with a pertition to provide two class roome ia 

place of one as formerly. Box stoves were being 
dispensed with and hot air registers were being in- 
stalled to provide heat from hot air furnace in 
course of construction in the basement. These much 
needed improvements will convert the class room into 


comfortable and desirable teaching quarters. 


BUILDINGS. 

The main building (photo attached marked "A*) 
oonsiete of Dining Hall, Staff Dining Room and 
Living Room, Kitchen, Indian Waiting Room and 
Principal's office downetaire, while upetaire is the 
Girle* Dormitory and sleeping quartere for part of 
the staff. Thies building is very old and the floor 
in the large dining hall is in bad condition. The 
children's dining room hae been enlarged by the re- 
moval of partitions and the room ia also made use 
of by the girls for sewing and recreation purposes. 
The rooms are heated by box stoves and while the 
stove pipes are securely fixed there is great danger 
of fire from thie source. 

The Girle® Dormitory ie 31 X 23 X & feet which 
provides 5704 cubic feet, or according to regulations 
accommodation for 11.40 pupile, whereae the numver 


of girle enrolled is at present 14. The interior 


conditions of thie Dormitory are not at all inviting 


ae the walle require redecorating and the wood work 
repainting. The room, however, is kept clean and 
the fact of ite being extra well ventilated offeete 


the seeming overcrowding. 
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Buildings, contd. ~ 

I diecussed with the Principal the advisability 
of providing additional dormitory accommodation for 
the girle and he proposes to use part of the staff 
living quarters for thie purpose. By reuwoving & 
partition a room 19" 4&* x 23" 4&* x S&* or 3600 cubic 
feet can be provided. The walle, however, are 
sloping and the sir epace ie therefore somewhat 
restricted. This room is not provided with a suf- 
ficient number of windowe and in addition a proper 
ventilator would require to be installed. After 


alterations we made the accommodation provided 


would not make room for more than as pupile. 


I note that Mr. Ellie hae provided emergency 
paile filled with water to be ueed in case of fire 

The Boyé' Dormitory is in the top or third floor 
ef separate tuilding (Photo attached marked *B*) 
the ground floor being the clase room whilé@ the 
second flpor hae teachers’ quarters and two recreat- 
ion roome for the voye. The dormitory is now heated 
by hot air registers from hot air furnace which is 
supplemented by heat from the emoke pips which runs 
up through the building to the chimney built on 
brackets in the boye* dormitory. The elimination 
of box atovee with their numerous etove pipes will 
now lessen the danger frow fire. The dormitory ise 
well provided with windowe to which storm sash have 
recentiy been fitted, thus providing additional 
confort. The dormitory ie Supplied with a large 
ventilator which provides ample ventilation. I 
discussed with Mr. Ellis the need of having addit- 
ional fire excape facilities from thie room in the 
event of exit by way of inside ataire being out of. 


He agreed to provide exit from one of the windows 
over the roof of the balcony to outside staire, 
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Buildings, contd. - 
The interior conditione of thia dormitory are not 
inviting ana some of the bede which are old are not 
in very good shape. The room, however, is kept clean 
and tidy. 

The measurements of this boye* dormitory are 
35® X 25" X 10'4* which provides 904) cubic teet of 
air espace, or according to reguiations accommodation 
tor 18 pupile, wnereas the total enrolment of boys 
is 20. Thie number, however I woulda not consider ex- 
@essive in view of ventilation facilities in the 


dormitory.

The Department is in receipt of Inspector Bwers' report re~- 
garding his visit to the Onion Leake C.E. Indian Residential School on 
the 23rd and 25th ultimo. The Inspector reports on the classroom 
activity, as follows:- 


"I was quite satisfied with the teacher's methods in the first 
classroom, although I felt that there could be some improvement 
in the method of teaching number work. I was not so well pleased 
with the method of teaching reading in the second classroom. I 
left some suggestions with the teacher which, I hope, may prove 
of benefit and result in better work being done. 

"I felt that the character of the written work was hardly as 
good as I found it the year previous. Discipline was quite good 
in the junior room, and fairly good in the senior room. The 
response of the pupils was not always well controlled in either 
of these rooms, which fact I drew to the attention of the teachers. 
I feel that this school has had too many changes in the teaching 
staff to oe’ normal progress on the part of the children. On 
the whole, would say that the classes did not measure up as 
well this year as they 414 a year ago." 


The Department trusts that the teachers will follow the 
suggestions made by the Inspector, with a view to improving the class- 
room work. 


The Inspector, also, comments on the use of slates and states 
that one reason for this was the delay in the receipt of exercise books. 
In comection with this, I may say that the Department favours dis- 
earmiing the use of slates entirely and we are prepared to supply what- 
ever ay of scribblers, exercise books, etc., that may be re- 
quired. 


It is necessary that schools should anticipate their re- 
quirements and allow a reasonable length of time for filling the 
orders. With reference to your school, I might point out that the 
requisition 414 not reach the Department until September 3ri. I 
believe that it would be advisable to forward a requisition for supplies 
for the new school year when sending in the June quarter return. is 
action would permit the supplies being secured and forwarded while the 
pupils are absent on holidays.

I took some work 
with Grades 11 and 111 in msio, spelling and arithmetic, ani I am 
pleased to report that the standards of achievement in these grades were 
the highest that I have yet found them during the years that this school 
has been under my supervision. Discipline and the character of the 
written work were very satisfactory, and. I am satisfied that good work 
is being done in this’ room. In the senior room I felt that the 
situation had very considerab im, ved duri the t here 
is stilt some we ess in arithastla pestiouteexs {7h Pe Te 
It is impossible to test the pupils in very many subjects during one 
inspection, but I feel certain, judging from the marke in the spelling 
tests that the work in English subjects hes greatly improved. The 
average marks in the spelling tests were very high,in fact considerably 
higher than the usual run of village and rural echools. Discipline was 
much better than last year,although I would recommend a little more 
firmness yet on the part of the teacher. In cogclusion I may say that 
conditions generally were the best I have yet found them, as far as the 
work of the school is concerned, even in spite of the fact that the 
teachers hive deen greatly handicapped, due to the number of pupils in 
their rooms.

In lessons 
observed in reaiing,the teach@ questioned the mipils well,aroused good interest ani 
discussion,ani used their experiences to put over the idea, Suitable seatwork essi gnats 
followed each lesson. The mpile were kept busy at 411 times with en abundance of 
seatwork,and the routine of the classroom moved smoothly. ‘The pupils sing nicely. On 
the whole it was quite evident that Mise Tysos continued to render very afficient service 
her,ani thet her mpile are meking progress. She is a capable teachar,tireless in her 
efforts,very resourceful,and does not spare herself in h@ work. How she gets es moh 
done ag she does in the time at her disposal is hard to understand. Her friendly mnuner 
ani willingness to cooperate meékes her oléssroom 6 pleasant one to visit. 


Thig room is overcrowdei,thus throwing too moh work on the teacher who 
cennot give the individual attention where it is needed.

Dear Wr. Pilcher: 


While I was in Regina I mentioned to Mr. Ostrander 
and to our recently appointed Surervisor of Construction, 
Yr, Morrison, the mystery of your kitchen hot water or 
rather ccol water tenk. I shall feel more comfortable 
when I have your aerurance that the supply of hot water 
is ample, 


Under separete cover there is going forward to 
you a supply of a booklet "Good Heelth for Canada's 
Indians" which ell your tesechers should find useful. 
One cony should go back to each home at the end of Jane, 
I think your teachers will find in the curriculum 
Gefinite inetructionse concerning the teeching of many 
of the matters covered in thie booklet, In our residentiel 
echoole there is sometimes ea tendency to regard the 
teaching of health habits, personal grooming, table 
manners, etc., es the work of the supervisors. Especially 
do some teachere consider that the care of clothing, 
equipment and property is the supervisor's duty. My 
observations in the schools and on the reserves convince 
me that the children cannot be "supervised" into taking 
such care, It is the classroom teacher who must begin 
the instructional processes and with the cooperathon of 
the supervisor continue t e necessary derree of 
aporeciation end habit, “% 


eoeel 
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In the matter of the cupboards which gome of your 
Classrooms require, may I sugrest some sort of 
reciprocity with Mr. Scrase sand his Menual Training 
Class. I pointed out to Mr, Stoddard some shelving in 
building #32 which could be made available for a number 
of purposes, 


St. Alban's school is, in my oninion, well able to 
endure inspection by visitors, I do not regard it as 
"frozen" in its present’pattern. As a girls’ school 
there must be a limitation upon the number of pupils 
and the number of grades conducted, So far we have 
relied upon the presence of over-age girls to give 
leadership in housekeeping and other aétivities. The 
time may come when berinners of normal age and size may 
more gonveniently be handled at All Sainte School and 
the girle in your charge would thus be older and in 
higher grades, or you might have a beginners clase of 
the “opportunity” type comprising older girls. This 
development would probably enteil changes in the teaching 
and sunervisory staff. The present staff seems well 
suited to the present pupilage. I look forverd to a 
further diecussion with you after you Reve hei the school 
under observation for e few more months,

St. Albans Indian Residential School: 
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Duties elsewhere compelled me to restrict my attention to this 
school to a discussion with the Reverend Principal last Sunday 
evening. 

I told him that I was disappointed to discover that the 
supner dishes were being washed in lukewarm water even after 
the installation of a new heater in the boiler room. He explained 
that it was the engineer's afternoon “off", It would apnear that 
the kitchen staff consider that they have to keep out of the 
boiler room. 

He told me that his ratio of staff to pupils was rather 
high as he had been employing laundry helpers so as. to avoid 
the"half-day" system. I assured him he would not be accused of 
continuing the half-day system so long as there were desks for 
all pupils and so long as a reasonable amount of practical work 
in laundering, cooking, mending, etc., is required of pupils 
s0 that they beoome competent in the theory and practice of 
these household science subjects. Unfortunately, some of his 
staff do not apnreciate the necessity or the method of 
integrating this work with the punils' schooling in the classroon. 
We must assume that advice on this subject must be repeated 
year after year and the organization of schools must be examined 
periodically to check any retrogression. 

If this school follows out this plan there is no need for 
it to carry pupil¥" ond grade four. The part-time service of 
enough older girls can be assured as long as there is a quota of 
the academically-retarded. We might, however, ask the two 
Reverend Principals to consider whether they couid during the 
coming year arrange matters so that St. Albans would have only 
grades two three AMM four and five, followed the next year by 
tnree, four, five and six — but definitely. stopning there so 
that any who go on to grade seven would join the presumably 
larger classes in the junior high school grades at All Saints 
school, This would eliminate from St. Albans next September 
the beginners and first-graders who would be more likely victims 


eo te . 
if fire were to break out in St. Albans. It means also that 
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St. Albans would in September send on to All Saints only those 
junior pupils who cannot be properly assigned to a normal Grade 
Two class. St. Albans would have to receive from All Saints 

a quota of pupils to provide well-balanced classes in Grades 
Two, Three, Four and Five. They have at St. Albans three rooms 
which may. be considered. to have capacity of 40, 30, 30. Perhavs 
they should use the largest root for Grade Two. This year that 
room holds grades three and four. It could hold Grades four and 
five if it is desired to retain the pupils who are going on to 
Grade Five. Then the following year it would be filled with a 
Grades Five-Six class with the other rooms holding thirty grade 
four and thirty grade three pupils. High school girls in 
residence would constitute the surplus up to 105, 


A copy of this memorandeum is being sent to Mr. Supt. Jones 
so that he may invite the attention of the’ Principals to the 
proposed changes, and permit them to discuss tthe matter and to 
corresvond with their headquarters. Both schools are expecting 
changes.in staff,and future organization should be a factor in 
making replacements, particularly of the teaching staff. 


One question has been asked on which a higher-level answerg 
is.sought;. May the schools retain on the roll and receive the 
usual grants for pupils who have attained the age o@ sixteen 
and wish. to continue to attend residential school a though they 
are only at,. say, grade five? St. Albans has a few older pupils 
whose return to their so-called homes would be disadvantageous. 


It is noted that St. Albans has a radio-phonograph which 
might be useful in the classrobms. Presently it is situated in 
the staff lounge.

In reply to your letter of the 3lst- ultimo, 
No-117555-10, respecting the admission of the three 
Baptiste children into the Onion Lake C- HE. Boarding 
School, I have the honour to report as follows:- 

There are 19 boys and 16 girls enrolled at this 
school; of these 3} boys and 2 girls are now absent, leav- 
ing 16 boys and 14 girls (enrolled) in residence. In 
addition to these, two halfbreed children, a boy and a 
girl, also board at the school; making a total of 17 boys 
and 15 girls in residence. 

The boy's dormitories measure 35 x 25 x 16'4" 
and 17 x 14'6" x 9'6", a capacity of, roughly, 11400 cubit 
feet, or sufficient accommodation for nearly 23 boys at 
the rate of 500 cubit feet per boy» so it will be seen 
that there is plenty of accommodation for the Baptiste 
children who are all boys, even should only one of the 
enrolled children remain absent. I may add that there is 
litt®e likelihood of two of the three absentee boys re- 
turning; one, Joseph Smith, is away with his mother with 
some hunting Indians to the north-east of here; and the 
other, Edward Photographer, is a very sickly boy who has 
been unable to return to the school for scne months. I 
would, therefore, in view of the foregoing, recommend to 
the favourable consideration of the Department, the admis 
sion of the three Baptiste boys into the school as super- 
numerary pupils. I may say there is ample classroom and 
other accommodation for these children.

You will note by Pather Lacombe's letter that he 
has taken the respansibility of advising the parents 
not to send the children back pending reply from the 
Department. In the meantime we have a letter from Mr. 
Ellis, Principal at Onion Lake advising that the parents 
have been notified to seni the children back and that they 
are now overdue. 

I will await your instructions before taking any 
action, as there is some friction now about the School 
question on Red Pheasant and it has bean re ported to m 
that Mather Lacombe is advising the R.C. Indias not to 
gend their children to the Day School, and Ottawa has 
refused admittance of children from there to Delmas on 
account of their being a Day School on the Reserve.

I beg the permission of discussing again the transfer 
of Jos. Bugler's daughters from Onion Lake to the Delmas School. 


The Department has refused to do it, last year, but we are 


convinced that the case was not put properly, before the proper 


authorities. 
Let us first lay down some fundamental principles 
that will guide in this discussion; 

a )= Liberty of Conscience This principle is accepted all 
over the world. Jos. Bugler had perfect right to sever his 
connection with the Church of England to join the Catholic 
Church. 

b )_ The most sacred rights of the parents over their 
children is the right of giving them an education in conformity 
with their own religious conviction. This is a natural right. 

c )_ It is immaterial to your Department whether an Indian 
is a Gatholic or # noneCatholic, or in what particular 
denominational Indian School the Indian children are educated. 

a )_ It is admitted by all ligists that where there is 
conflict between two laws viz. between a natural law and a manmade 
law, the natural law has the preference over the other; 80 much 
more so, when a Government Departmental regulation comes into 
conflict with the natural lew. 

e )_ There is no clause in the Indian Act to forbid an Indian 
to use any intermediary to negotiate his affairs with the 
Department; and if there was such ae cleuse, it would certainly 
be unjust, therefore not binding. 


In the light of the above principles, it should be easy 


to bring to a fait settlenmpnt, this Bugler affair. 
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Put yourseif in the place of Jos. Bugler, and also 
“@prrecall recall to your memory this great command of Our Lord: 
“Bo ye to others what you want them to do to you ". How would 
you like to have your parentel right disregarded as they are 
in this case? 

Jos. Bugler has alweys been a very obedient and respectful 
Indian. He has always tried to work in cooperation with his 
Agent and his Instructor. When he was a member of the Church 
of England, he was the right hand of Mr. Pink; he very often 
neglected his own work to go end do Mr. Pink's work, and this 
014 gentlemen was never afraid of advancing him all the food 
he was in need of. But as soon as he joined the Catholic 
Church (it was during the Spanish flu) Mr. Pink would have 
seen him with pleasure starve to death with all his family. 
Mr. Pink who was always more anzious to promote the interests 
of his Church on the Red Pheasant Reserve, than to do the 
work which he Was supposed to do, made it a duty of his 
religious zeal to make Jos. Bugler feel that he had done a very 
wrong action in chansing religion. 

In my letter of the 18th Aug. 1919, I was perfectly 
right in stating thet the Bugler girls were not being sent home 
because of the eventuality of them becoming Catholic. And I 
have never insinuated in that letter that the Department had 
anything to do with this action of the Church of England's 
authorities, because I was sure of the contrary. You 
certainly misunderstood my letter. 

And this year before being sent hom, how strongly 
these girls were forbidden to ever join the Church of their 
parents. 

My Desr Sir, Jos. Bugler, has given me all authority 
to deal with the Department for the transfer of his girls to 
the Delmas School, where he has a boy already, We are all 
confident that the Department will give a favorable and prompt 
answer, because"we know that it is always the Department's aim 
above all things to consider carefully all affairs of a 


Denominational nature and a fair decision can always be expected 


from 
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from them", and we are sure that the right settlement of this 


our case will go a long way to re-establish among our Ind isns 
the confidence they should always have in their Superiors, but 
which they have unfortunately lost in great part, through 

the mismanagement of their affairs during the last Agent's 
administration. 

We are all interested, Indian Department's Officers as 
well as Missionaries, in destroying in our Indians their slavish 
mentality, and to bring them to understand and to believe that 
they are free citizens of a beautiful and free Country, under 
the liberal administration of our Indian @epartment. It is the 
only way to civilize them and to make them ready as soon as 
possible for their final enfranchisement. 

As I have advised Jos. Bugler, to keep his girls home 
tdll we hear from Ottawa, I trust you will give this affair 
your immediate attention, and thet you will bring it to a fair 
conclusion.

In reply I beg to say that your letter is the first 
intimation the Department received that a question is being 
raised regarding the religious belief of these children or, 
that any steps were being taken to have them transferred to a 
catholic school. 


The record which the Department has of their admission 
to the Church of England Boarding School is as follows; Eva 
was a pupil for two years at the Battleford Industrial School 
and, after the closing of that school, she, along with her 
brother Louis and a sister Ida, were admitted to the Church of 
England Boarding School. The applications for their admission 
were signed by their father, Joseph Bugler, and tueir religion 
was stated to be Anglican. Edna was admitted in September 1916 
to replace her brother Louis who was granted his discharge. 
The application for Edna's admission is signed by the father and 
her religion is stated to be "Protestant." 


As these two girls have been pupils in a Church of 
England Boarding 3chool for several years without, so far as the 
Department is aware, any question being raised regarding their 
religion, it ig considered that there are no grounds, at the 
present time, for their transfer to the Roman Catholic School. 
It is considered also, that the Principal acted within nis 
discretion in sending them to a summer camp instead of allowing 
them to go hone. 


You may inform both the Agent and the principal that 


these girls are to remain at the Onion Lake Church of England 
Boarding School.

Dear Mr. Scott:- 


I have received a letter from Mr. Agent 
Macdonald of Battleford forwarding correspondence regarding 
the application by the Rev. Father E.Lacombe for the 
transfer from the English Church Boarding School at Onion 
Lake to the Roman Catholic Boarding School at the same place, 
of two daughters of Joseph Bugler, Eva and Edma, aged 10 
and 13 years respectively. Father Lacombe assumes 
responsibility for making application on the ground that 
Joseph Bugler had given him "full powers.". In uis letter 
to the Agent he asserts that "the fear that these two girls 
would become Catholics was the motive why the Principal of 
the Onion Lake School did not want to send them home for their 
vacation” commenting that this was a “niee way of recognizing 
religious liberty and parental rights." 

Bugler appears to have spoken to the Agent in 
regard to his children not coming Mome for the holidays and 
in reply to Mr. Macdonald's letter to Mr. Ellis, the Principal 
asking him for the reason, the latter stated that some of the 
children from outside the Onion Lake Agency were not sent home 
but taken instead to a summer camp for one month. 

Mr. Macdonald in answering Father Lacombe's lette 
explains therefore why the two girls did not go home and pointe 
out that as he is Agent, is was Bugler's duty to state nis 
own case to the Department's representative. 

The stand Mr. Macdonald takes is correct and Mr. 


Bugler should have laid the matter of the transfer before him

have received your letter of the 22nd instant, 
(1151-10) yi Re os to the exp6nditure incurred in having pupils 
returned to our Onion Lake School after the summer holidays. The 
vouchers are going forward today to Mr. Ellis with a request that 
he should take the matter up with the local Indian Agent in 
accordance with your instructions, and you will no doubt hear 
further from your representative in this connection. 


In the meantime I trust you may not consider our request 
for assistance in meeting the cost of an escort for these children 
as either unfair or unreasonable. In the first place the School 
is situated 40 miles from the railway with a wide river to be 
crossed on the way. Until a heavy truck was provided the labour 
and anxiety and expense which fell upon the School management in 
transporting the children out and back over this distance has been 
much greater than can be readily appreciated. From Lloydminster 
many of the children had a long railway journey to their homes 
and changed from one train to another at Battleford. To the 
Principal, and I may add, to our Commission also, it seemed that an 
escort should be provided for this part of the journey also. 
Hitherto the cost of an escort has been provided by our Society and 
our Commission very earnestly desire you to assist them as much 
as may be in your power in meeting this expenditure in the future. 
If a fixed sum, say of $250. were included in youx annual 
appropriation for this specific purpose, leaving our Society to 
meet any expenditure incurred dver that amount, it would probably 
meet the needs of the ease. If this total amount were not required 
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it would not, of course, be expended.

In making this request, I am not unaware of the 
ruling which has already been given by your Department, 
that this pupil #139 was not to be admitted to our Society's 
School for the reason that he is a child of Roman Catholic 
parents. There are two considerations, however, which in- 
cline me to think that it would be wise to give this matter 
further attention before making that ruling final and un- 
alterable.

I have had nothing to do with the statement nor have I 
advised Francis in any way."

support this recommendation. Mr. Turner will, I understand, 
write to you in this connection. I further recommended to 
Mr. Indian Agent Turner that a strong effort be made to have 
the question of the admission of this boy to our Society's 
School as a grant-earning pupil, finally decided at an early 
date, and gave it as my opinion that this decision should be 
reached not later than the middle of August, when the school 
will reopen after the summer holidays. Mr. Turner agreed to 
this recommendation, and will, I believe, write you accordingly.

I would draw your attention to the fact that 
the three Lawrence children are still in residence at the 
R. CG. School, and the three Peterson children at the C. of E. 
School. These children should be discharged and handed over 
to the proper authorities, as they are certainly not 4 proper 
charge against the Department of Indian Affairs, being halfbreeds, 


With reference to the Peterson children that are 
in the ©. of E. School, I think Dr. Westgate should be called 
upon to see that they are removed, I have done everything I 
could in the matter. I have spoken to the authorities of the 
Provincial Government, and they led me to believe that they were 
going to have the children removed, but they will certainly keep 
them there as long as the Indian Department will allow it. 


My own opinion is that the Department should issue 
explicit instructions to the Principals that they are not to admit 
these halfbreed children. On the 7th. instant I wrote you in 
connection with a number of halfbreed children that had been 
admitted to the Qu'Appelle School by the Principal. If we relax 
our vigilance in this matter we will soon have our schools filled 
up with halfbreeds, as the information soon ses from one smool

Application forwarded by Agent Macdonald under 
cover of a letter dated November 15th, 1930. Correspondence 
enclosed with application shows that the father of this boy 
is recognized as a Catholic and that the family of four 
boys and one girl were all baptized in the Catholic Church. 
This correspondence further showed that the father simply 
wishes the boy admitted to the Onion Lake School on 
account of the mother being Anglican. The Agent stated 
that two older boys had been sent to the Thunderchild 
Residential School. 


On being requested for additional information, 
Agent Macdonald writes, as follows:- 


"I beg to report that, yesterday, I went to 
see Antoine and his wife and they are both satis- 
fied to have the boy in the Onion lake Anglican 
School. His statement is that the first two boys 
were sent to the R. C. School and the next two 
they want to the Anglican School, this is by 
mutual agreement. 


"Antoine informed me that he was Catholic but 
has not attended any church for a long time, his 
wife attends the Anglican Church at Little Pine, 
her maiden name was Josephine Graff and she is an 
ex-pupil of the Old Battleford Anglican Industrial 
School and was always an Anglican, though she as 
well has her children were baptised by a Catholic 
Priest. 


"I impressed on them that the Department was 
very careful in the matter of denominational 
questions and wanted to be very sure before any 
definite decision was made and they both assured 
me before witnesses that it was their wish and by 
mutual agreement that the next two children attend 
the Anglican School."

Shortly after I took charge of the R.C. Res. 
School here, I had the visit of Joe Littlewolf 
and wife; they told me that the boy Philip was 
in your scgool, but as they are all R. Cath., 
they wanted to have their ward in the R.C. Schoo). 
I refused then to take any action since the boy 
has been admitted to your School on their own 
application. I told them that, if they had made 
any mistake, it was up to them to fix it and to 
see Mr. Turner about it. 

ain and again they came to me, and during va. 
cation timethey have been more insisting, and 
they went so far as quoting Mr. Turner as saying: 

"Since you are catholic, the boy should be at 
the R.O. School. So go and see Father Portier 
who might be able to do something for you." 

On the strenghth of these words, and acting onl 
as interotreter of Littlewolf and wife, I wrote 
to Mr. Turner, asking according to their wishes 
the transfer of the boy. Later on, I had to ans. 
wer a communication of Mr. Turner, and to give 
what appear to be the reasons of the transfer, 
specially that the boy is a catholic, the ward 

of a catholic family, the brother of two girls 
and a boy all brought up in our R.C. School at 
Delmas. 

So, you see, all I have done is to interpret & 
to act according to the wishes of the boy's 

real guardians, since the mother practically does 
not belong to any church as she is living irregue 
larly with a married halfbreed, and practically 
also does not give any care and attention to her 
children. 

I trust you will judge I have been fair in the 
part I have taken in that case. 

We are neighbour and both working for what we 
believe is a good cause, and I do not wish any- 
thing better than a friendly feeling between us, 
and a goog & helpful understanding.

School at Onion Lake, informs me in a letter dated Sept. 4th, 
that pupil No. 146, Philip Mooswa, aged 124 years, and who 
was admitted to our Society's School two years ago, had not 
returned to the school after the mid-summer vatation. He 
states that this boy is now living with his sister who married 
@ man named Joe Wolf who is s member of the R. C. Church. He 
further states that the boy was persuaded not to return to dur 
school by the Rev. Father Portier, Principal of the RC. School. 
He also states that all the Mooswa family are Anglicans and 
requests that an order be given by your Department to your 
representative to have Philip Mooswa returned to our Society's 
school until the age limit for Indian school instruction has been 
reached. It is my understanding that it is the ruling of your 
Department for children of Protestant parentage to be educated 
in Protestant schools. This boy in addition to being a child of 
Protestant parents, has already been in residence in our Society's 
school for two years, and I trust that you may see the reasonable- 
ness and justice of Mr. Principal Ellis' request to have him 
returned at once to our Society's school.

Dear Father Portier:- 


I have to acknowledge your letter of the 
25th instant with reference to Phillip Mooswa, a pupil 
of the Anglican Indian Residential School. In reply, 
I beg to state that I appreciate your very friendly and 
frank explanation. Im regret, however, that what I 
know of the Movswa family, it does not agree entirely 
with what you have stated. Mrs. Joe Littlewolf was an 
Anglican before her murriage with Joe. Mrs. Littlewolf's 
father was also an Anglican, though I believe he agreed 
to Ida and a boy attending the Delmas School. The mother 
is still an Anglican, therefore, the chald in question is 
also a member of the same Church. I think you will agree 
that I am within my rights when I protest against what has 
happened since the mid-summer vacation. Knowing that the 
boy was absent from school without leave, I think, the 
Christian attitude to have adopted would have been to advise 
Mrs. Littlewolf to have sent the boy back to the school 
which he was attending. I wish here, however, to assure 
you that it is far from me to do anything unchristian and 
have no intention of interfering with your work. We are 
neighbours, (using your own words) doing what each believe 
to be @ good cause, i.e., bringing our Indian brethren from 
@ state of daakness to the Light and to acknowledge the 
glory of the Eternal Trinity. I trust, therefore, that our 
reaationship with each other will be such that we @o not 
hinder that work by anything that would appear to be unseemly 
or unchristian. In conclusion, let me state that I hold 
the best of good-will towards you and I trust it will always 
be the same.

He requests an educetion under Roman Catholic auspices 
and, as this is the religion of the home to which Philip 
will return, the Department believes that it is in his 
best interests to be placed in the Onion lake &.

J ‘Ssyour attention to the closing paragraphs of the same which read 

\: as follows:- 


As intimated in my earlier communication in this 
connection, I do not wish this ruling to be the 

occasion of requests that children be transferred from 
one school to another on the grounds of the present 
decision. I believe that a child, that has been 

resident in a school and may have imbibed religious 
opinions, should remain in thet school for the full 
tuition period. 

The Department enlists your sympathetic cooperation in 
the event of difficult cases for decision in the future." 


The ruling and wishes of your Department as set forth in that 
letter have received from our Society the most careful and 
sympathetic consideration ever since it came to hand, and will 
continue to do so until the specific rulings therein laid down have 
been finally altered. it seems to me, however, that your approval 
of the transfer of the pupil in question from our Onion Lake School 
to the R.C. School presided over by Father Portier is a direct 
departure from the opinion expressed by the Deputy Superintendent 
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General, namely “that a child that hes been resident in a 
school, and may have imbibed religions opinions, should remain 
in that school for the full tuition period." Philip Mooswa 

was in residence in our Onion Lake School for two years. I 

have before me an affidavit signed and witnessed, that the M 
father and mother and family were Anglicans. I have before me 
also a letter from our Missionary, the Rev. Edward Ahenakew, 

who is himself a Cree Indian, in which he states that he and the 
Principal of our Onion Lake School drove 160 miles to interview 
Mrs. Mooswa who is now married to a half-breed named Cardinal, 
and in this letter he states that Mrs. Mooswa herself told him 
that she wes gled the boy was placed in the Anglican School. 

For these reasons, and others, which I do not consider it 
necessary now to mention, I am forced to the conclusion that the 
admission of this pupil to the R. C. School should never have 
been sllowed, and I consider it only fair to our Society, and to 
the management of our Onion Lake School, that his transfer to 
our School be effected immediately, all expense in connection 
with the same being met by your Department.

The mother of these children you will perhaps 
remember was a sister of Johnny Heathen and also a 
sister of Mrs. Antoine Chief. All these are know to 
you to be out and out Anglicans. 
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the father hes written to me and has 
repeated his request to have these girls transferkd, 
from time to time, I feel that it is my duty to 


Support him and make this formal @pplicatiom for their 
transfer.

I beg to acknowledge the receipt of your 99-18 of 
the 23rd ultimo, with reference to the request of Reverend iir. 
Ellis for the transfer of Maria and Zliza liuskego from the Onion 
Lake R. C. Residential School to the Onion Iake C. EB. Residential 
School. 


As you point out, the former girl was admitted to the 
Onion Lake R. C. School in 1921 and the latter in 1924. The 
application forms on file in the Department were, presumably, 
signed by the father, approved by the Indian Agent at that time, 
and state that their religion is Roman Catholic. 


These children have been in the Onion lake R. C. School 
for eleven and seven years, respectively, and, during that period 
of time, the Department has no record of any official protest 
having been made against their being educated in that school. 

It ie not the practice of the Department to tranefer children 
from one residential school to another efter such a considerable 
lapse of time, during which they may have imbibed religious 
opinions, or even convictions. 


Under these circumstances, you should inform Reverend 
Mr. Ellis that the Department considers that these children should 
remain in the Onion lake R. C. Residential School until their 
education is completed.

I have received your letter (marked confidential ) 
of the 11th instant, number 115-1-10, dealing with the 
question of the transfer of the above mentioned pupil from 
our Onion Lake School, to the Roman Catholic School on that 
Reserve. after a very careful review of all the correspondence 
and documents which have reached me in connection with this 
matter, I find it very difficult to alter the request set forth 
in my letter to you on Nov. 23rd, 1931, as 1 am still convinced 
that Father Portier, the Principal of the Roman Catholic Onion 
Lake School, should not have allowed ¢his pupil to enter his 
School, when he knew that he was born of Anglican parents and 
had actually been in residence for two years at our Society's 
School. The Indian Agent's statement that "the lhooswa family 
have all been recognized as Roman Catholic" does not harmonize 
with a certified statement, duly witnessed, which I have 
yreceived from one, John Muskego, who writes.as follows:-

Dear Sir, I had to-day the visit of Edward Fox and 


of his wife, and these are the declarations they 
made : 

Both are R. Catholic; the man has always 
been so, the wife who once was anglican has 
joined the Cath. Church eight or nine years 
ago and was baptised in that Church. Their 
daughter hase also been christened R. Catholic. 

Edward has not signed any application for 
the C.E. School, and if his name appeared in 
such application it has been given by his fa- 
ther~in-law. But he has given his name before 
witness for the R.C. School. 

Lately the wife, dangerously sick and giving 
all hope of recovery has confided the care of 
her daughter to her parents who are protestants. 

They said that the C.E. minister came often 
to their place, several times accompanied by 
the Indian Agent and by e councillor of the Re- 
serve. 

Still both are declaring they belong to the 
Cath. Church and will continue to stick to that 
Church. 


It is clearly evident that they would like to 
bring up their children in their Church, that ie 
in the Cath. Church, but they are afraid of the 
parents of the wife, of the Indian Agent and of 
the C.E, minister : That is my impression and what 
they have clearly expressed. 

I trust that you will judge that a cath. child 
born of cath. parents has to go to a cath. School, 
according to the rule of the Department. 

Once more I want to eay that I dislike such 
trouble and controversy, but certainly I did not 
start it, neither look for it.

Il beg to acknowledge the receipt of your letter 
of the 4th instant, with further reference to the admission of 
Maria Anne Fox to the Onion Lake C. E. Indian Residential School. 


As you were informed in official letter of 
January 26th, the Department wrote Mr. Agent Hill giving him 
the information contained in your letter of January 12th. His 
reply, dated the 3rd instant, has just been received and reads, 
in part, as follows:- 


"I based my recommendation on the information avail- 
able at the time the application was forwarded to the 
Department. Briefly, it was as follows:- Sdward Fox, Re Ce, 
was married to Agnes Waskaheat, an ex-pupil of the Anglican 
Sehool, on June 17th, 1925. The ceremony took place in the 
Anglican church, Onion Lake, and the Rev. H. Hillis, at Fox's 
request, officiated. The bride's father and mother witnessed 
the marriage and signed the register. Fox accepted the 
Protestant faith on that occasion and has been a consistent 
Anglican ever since. The applicant, Maria Anne (their first 
child) was baptized in infancy by the Rev. Canon Ahenekew. 
Fox, whom I interviewed again today, stated most emphatically 
that he was a Protestant and had been since his marriage. 

He signed the application form for the admission of his 
daughter into the C. of Ee School, but did not sign any other. 


“Re Rev. Father Portier's statements, there is an entry 
of the baptism of Maria Anne, on May 6, 1926, in the R. C. 
records. It is quite correct that Mrs. Fox, who was sick, 
head asked for the priest, meaning the Anglican priest. The 
message went to the Catholic priest, who responded. The Rev. 
Ellis was sent for immediately after, and attended the sick 
woman. The remaining statements in the Rev. Father's letter 
are undoubtedly what Fox told him. Fox denies them but he 
is not reliable. It is quite common for the Indian children 
of mixed marriages to be baptized into both churches, and 
this apparently happened in this case."

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The daughter, Maria Anne, was born of this marriage 
on the 3 of May 1926, and here is the extract of her 
aptiem ;:

Now in contradiction with what says Mr. Agent Hill 
that Fox is a protestant since his marriage by the 
Rev. Ellis, Fox states most emphatically that he is 
a catholic. When his wife was sick, the catholic 
priest was sent for, and there was no mistake, or the 
same mistake have been made twice on the same week. 
The wife told me that Mr. Ellie called at their place 
later on, but that she did not need him since she al- 
ready had the administration of the catholic priest. 
Moreover, after her recovery, that came here 
with her husband; both received the sacranents in 
church. I dont supoose that for such iblic anc 

f their faith they were taking my 

by mistake for the C.of E. church. And after that, 
game day (last % or 4 of febr.) they came in my office 
and told me again that their faith wae the R.C, faith, 
the wife speaking that way even more lenghtily than 
the man. 

For the application form Fox denies that he has si- 
ened none for the admission of his daughter to the C. 
E. School, and he certainly gave his name for the ad~ 
mission to the R.C. School and did it in my presence 
and in the presence of an other witness. 

May I add two little details that have some impor- 
tance ? Edward Fox hae never been to echool, so speaks 
and understands very little english, and I do speak 
and understand cree, i.e. his language, and I have no 
clerk or secretary to write my lettere, I do that my- 
self and I dt it without any prejudice, if not (Ibeg 
your pardon) very grammatically.

After the parents seperated the boy made his home 
with his paternal grandparents, Arthur Buck and his wife, 
old destitute Indian halfbreeds who were receiving old age 
pension, and lived in a borrewed shack on the outskirts of 
Prince Albert City. The grandfather died in August 1935, 
after which the old blind helpless grandmother and the boy 
went to live with her sister widow Wm. Whitehead, No.40, on 
James Smith's Reserve. 


Last year I asked Mrs. McFarlane, teacher at Fort 
a la Corne North Indian Day School to take him inte her 
school, After a few months his attendance became irregular, 
and he would turn up at all hours of the day or night at 
different indians homes on the reservee 


This boy born of a treaty indian woman has po heme 
ether than with the Whiteheads, his relatives on the James 
3mith's Reserve. His parents lem@’ miserable lives and can- 
net care for him, mereover I would net take the responsibil- 
ity ef sending him back te his mother to live with her under 
present conditions. He is a bright intell&gent little fellew 
and four years in ene of eur schools would do him a great 
deal of good, I therefore strengly recommend that his admiss- 
ion be appreved. He is at present at the school having been 
taken there by the Rev. H. E. Bllis when he came to James 
jmith’s Reserve for the other pupils.

Rev. H. Ellis, Principel of our Society's School at 
Onion Lake, writing on the 4th inst., informs me that he 
received word on Nov. 4th last that the admission of the 
above mentioned Indian boy had been approved by your Depart- 
ment. 


He also states that a few days later he received 
a telephone message from the local Indian Agent informing 
him that your Department had cancelled the approval previously 
given, and stating that the boy's name should not appear on 
the returns for the December Quarter. Why the cancellation 
order was given is not fully clear to the Principal of our 
School, but it would appear that some communication or other 
was sent to your Department by the Principal of the Roman 
Catholic School at Onion Lake. The facts of the case as they 
have been presented to me are as follows: Agnes Fox, mother 
of Morris Fox, is a graduate of our Society's School: Edward 
Fox, father of this boy, is a graduate of the Roman Catholic 
School. 


When they were married the ceremony was conducted 
by the Rev. Principal of our Society's School, and the chil- 
dren were baptized by him. In 1935 one of their children--~- 


a@ girl--was admitted to our School, and is, I believe, still 
there. 


When the father was informed that your Department 
had refused to admit his boy Morris to our School he asked 
the Rev. Principal Ellis to admit him to membership in the 
Ghurch of England. He was duly admitted, and I understand 
thet another application has now been sent to your Department

As I have learned from a letter recently received 
from the Rev. Principal Ellis, of our Onion Lake School, that 
Inspector Robertson and Inspector Christianson have already 
visited the Onion Leake Reserve, and made a full inquiry into thie 
matter, I will be obliged if you will furnish me with the 
decision you have reached at your earliest convenience. 


I noted from your letter, mentioned above, that a 
strong protest has been received against this boy's admission to 
our School, the protest being based on religious grounds. In 
my letter to you on Jan. llth last, I furnished you with all 
the information I had received up to that date, and in the light 
of that information I can see no reason whatever why any protest 
against this boy's admission to our School should be regerded, 
and i trust thet an immediate admission may be authorized.

I beg to acknowledge receipt of Departmental letter No. 
115-1-10,dated the 13th inst. pertaining to a request to have Jessie 
Burns of the Fort a la Corne North Day School transferred to the On- 
ion Lake Residential School. 

Agency records show that this girl was admigted to this 
Residential School at the age of 4 years and 4 mos.,in Oct.1932, and 
was discharged therefrom in 1934 on account of having been absent for 
@ year owing to illness; also that she attended the Indian Day School 
on her Reserve from January 19355 umtil the end of June 1957. 

On receipt of application dated Oct. 4th, and received 
on Oct.12th from the Rev. H.E.Ellis, Principal of the Residential Sch- 
ool, to have this girl re-admitted to his School, I made enquiries as 
to why she was taken from the Day School without first consulting this 
office. I was informed that Mr. Ellis had this girl taken from her 
home on the Reserve on Sept. 2nd,last, without even advising Mr. E.S. 
Jones, the Farming Instructor, whé is in charge of the Reserve. 

While on the James Smith's Reserve on Oct.28th, I inter- 
viewed Angus Burns, father of Jessie, and asked him why Jessie had 
been sent back to the Residential School. He advised me that this girl 
should be home attending the Day School as he was able to look after her. 

I also made enquiries from Mr. Jones,Farm. Instructor, 

He advised me that this girl had a fair home on the Reserve and that 
her parents were able to p¥operly provide for her; also that her home 
was within easy reach of the Day School.)' 

On Nove2nd I wrote the Rev. Mr. Ellis to the effect that 
in view of the circumstances pertaining to this case I could not rece 
ommend that Jessie be re-admitted to the Residential School, 

On receipt of Inspector T. Robertson's letter of Nov.15th 
quoting Departmental letter #115-1-10,dated Nov. Sth,last, I advised 
the Rev. Ellis as to the Department's wishes in this matter. He replied 
to my letter on Dec. 6th, which reads, in part, as follows; 

Would you kindly ask the Department and recommend that they “ 
reconsider the decision recently made. 
“ For your information, I wish to state that I am asking the 
Secretary of the Indian Eskimo School Commiséiom to also take 
* the matter up personally with the Department at Ottawa,” 

On Dec. llth I advised Mr. Ellis that as no further reason 
had been submitted as to why this girl should be taken away from her 
home and Day School on her Reserve 1 could not grant his request. 

'|Y feel that if the Principals of the Residential Schools 


, are permitted to come onto Indian Reserves and take children from goad 
| homes and Day Schools, as has been done in this case, it will eventually 
| result in having to close our Day Schools. I also feel that a Principal 


has no right to go onto an Indian Reserve and take children into Resid-

The Department is in receipt of a report from 
Indian Agent S. H. Simpson, Duek Lake, Sask., in which he 
deals at considerable length and in detail with the request 
received by him for the re-admission of the above-named 
pupil to the Onion Lake Residential School. 


Mr. Simpson's report reads in part as follows:- 


"On receipt of application dated Oct. 4th, 
and received on Oct. 12th, from the Rev. H. &. Bilis, 
Principal of the Residential School, to have this 
girl re-admitted to his school, I mace enguiries as 
to why she was taken from the Day School without 
first consulting this office. I was informed that 
Mr. Ellis had this girl taken from her home on the 
Reserve on Sept. 2nd, last, without even advising 
kr.

"I feel that if the Principals of the 
residential schools are permitted to come onto 
Indian reserves and take children from good homes 
and day schools, as has been done in this case, it 
will eventually result in having to close our day 
schools. I also feel that a Principal has no right 
to go onto an Indian reserve and take children into 
residential schools without first obtaining permis- 
sion from the Department. 


"Trusting that the Department will concur 
with the action I have taken in this matter." 


It is of the utmost importance that the closest 
possible cooperation should exist between Principals of 
residential schools and Indian agents and farm instructors 
charged with the administration of Indian affairs on the 
reserves. It is just possible that, at times, the Prin- 
cipals may find it somewhat inconvenient to consult the 
officials, but I am personally of the opinion that a great 
many misunderstandings could be prevented and a great deal 
of trouble avoided if Principals end officials got together 
more frequently and discussed a number of these matters. 
This procedure seems to work out well in the other provinces, 
but latterly there seems to be a lack of cooperation in the 
province of Saskatchewan. It is scarcely necessary to add 
that anything you can do to remedy this condition would be 
deeply appreciated.

Dear Mr. Hoey:- 


I have received your letter of the 24th inst., 
No. 115-1-10, dealing with the case of Jessie Burns, 
and beg to state that I have this day written to the 
Rev. Henry Ellis, Principal of our Society's School 
at Onion Lake, asking him to have this girl returned 
to her home at his earliest convenience, and to notify 
the Indian Agent concerned of the date of her return. 


As Onion Lake is approximately 40 miles from ‘the 
railway there is a possibility that weather and road 
conditions may make it impossible for her to be sent 
home immediately, but I have no doubt my instructions 
will be carried out without any avoidable delay. 


I am reminding Mr. Ellis of standing instructions 
issued to the rrincipels of all our Society's Schools 
some time ago to maintain at all times the closest pos- 
sible harmohy with your Department's local representatives 
and to give them the fullest possible cooperation. 


By way of exph@nation of Mr. Hllis' action in 
taking Jessie Burns back to his Sehool, I may say that 
he was adhering to a Departmental ruling given some 
years ago, and carefully observed by us ever since, that 
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eo 


children who have been admitted to one school should not be 
transferred to another without being officially discharged 
after having completed their education. As Jessie had not 
been officially discharged, Mr. Hllis felt that he was justi- 
fied in having her returned to his Sehool after recovering 
from her illness, as her name was still on the xegister. 

I am, however, et a loss to know why he did not consult your 
representative on the xeserve at the time, and 1 have asked 
him for an explanation, While dealing with this subject, 

I may say that some years ago our Society and the Diocese 

of Saskatehewan, where a number of Day Schools are maintained, 
came to an understanding that children who had been in the 
Indian Day Schools until they reached eleven years of age, 
should then be transferred to the kKesidential Schools. 

While your predecessor, the lete Mr. Ferrier, thought this a 
very helpf arrangement on the part of Church authorities, 
he felt that it would not be prudent, at any rate at that 
time, for his Department to issue a standing order making 
this arrangement applicable throughout the Dominion. 


Speaking for myself personally, as well as for 
our Commission, I would like to say that I still consider 
the arrangement possesses very real benefits for all the 


Tndian children. It would leave them while still very young, 
under the immediate care and tutelage of their parents, Then 
the transfer to the Hesidential Schools would help to widen 
their vision and estabbish contacts with children from other 
parts which may lead to life-long friendships, and help to 
prevent the in-breeding process, which has proved so disastrous 
amongst these, as well as other peoples.

I have received your letter of November 29, 1947 com- 
menting on the over-crowded condition of this school, and asking 
way I took in so many children, 


The chief reason for my taxing in some of these children 
was that it had come to my knowledge that a new school would be 
opened in Prince Albert as a temporary Lac la Ronge School, and 
that when this school was opened some of our children could be 
transferred to ite Unfortunately, and much to my personal dis~ 
appointment, the Church did not at once apcept the Department's 
offer of this school, and so thus the trasfer could not be made, 


Referring specially to the four children from the James 
Smith's Reserve, these were brought into school at the special 
request of the Rev. Canon Ahenakew who gave me the impression 
thet these particular children's home condition was not partic- 
ularly good, and that they were not attending school regularly 
in any casé. I might add that Laure Sonstan*'s mother is at 
present in the Prince Albert Sanatorium, hence she would be with- 
out her mother's care at home. 


Sometime ago Inspector of _Jndian Agencies Ostrander was 
in to see me, He mentioned it wagintentiorto write to the Depart- 
ment regarding the over-crowed condition of this school. Mr. Jones 
was with him. It was agreed that it would be a pity to have to 
return children to their homes, and I suggested that it might be 
poesible to use one of the Army Huts offered for school purposes 
as an annex to this school, Mr. Ostrander appeared to be in favour 
of this, and told me that if this were agreed to, he would be will- 
in to recommend that we be paid grants for all the children enrolled. 


The plan I have in mind would be to be to open up one 

building as dormitory for our boys, Then to bring them by truck to 

St. Alban's for meals and classroom work, and to return them to the 

annex each evening after supper. The annex would be placed in charge 

of a married couple, The distance between St. Alban's and the annex 

would be but one mile, and it should present no greater difficulty 

in getting the boys backwards and forwards to school than is experi- 

enced by dayschools where bus service is provided. One of the build-

In a sense there is & connection between this and the letter 
dealing with the unfinished condition of our buildings, and which is 
going forwerd with this. 


I would first of all apologise for having allowed 6 great 
deal of my office work to get behind. But tnis has happened not because 
of neglect, but because I have had to be on the road « great deal 
trying to bring back runaway boys. 


Ever since the echool opened children have been continually 
running away from school, and many precious hours have been spent, 
and much gasoline used in trying to get them leck. Many fruitless 
trips have been made. Since September 5th, my car has travelled 2400 
miles, two thirds of which at least, were in connection with trying 
to get children back to school. I am really in despair. Many of 
these runaways have been off four and five times. It is hard to 
imow just whet to do. I really feel like turning some of them out 
of school altogether, but this is probably what many of them would 
like me to do, and others might do the same in order to get out also. 


My chief regret is thet he Quarterly Returns are aot yet 
completed, but I am hoping they will be ready to forward next week. 
Petty Cash Statements for August and September will also be sent as 
soon as possible.
